History Of Guffey Law 
W ashington, May 18.—The his­ 
tory of the Guffey coal law, declar­ 
ed invalid by the suprem e court to ­ 
day, follows: 
The Guffey Coal law’ w’as the first 
im portant legislative act of congress 
designed to restore principles of the 
NRA after the suprem e court held 
NRA unconstitutional on May 27, 
1935. 
President Roosevelt, d e c l a r i n g 
th a t the federal governm ent should 
regulate the bitum inous coal indus­ 
try for the benefit of industry, labor 
and consumers, asked congress to 
enact it. 
In a letter to C hairm an Hill (D) 
of W ashington and the House Ways 
a n d M e a n s sub-com m ittee, Mr. 
Roosevelt asked for passage of the 
law “despite doubts, how’ever re a ­ 
sonable” as to its constitutionality. 
The letter created a sensation and 
heated political debate. 
Congress passed the Jaw\ the pres­ 
ident approving it August 30. 1935. 
Although Senator Guffey 
(D> of 
Pennsylvania was the author, testi­ 
m ony in the case indicated th a t 
counsel for the United Mine W ork­ 
ers of America prepared the initial 
draft. 
In enacting the law congress de­ 
clared th a t “it is hereby recognized 
and declared th a t the m ining of bi­ 
tum inous coal and its distribution 
in and throughout the United States 
are affected w ith a national public 
interest.” 
The underlying idea of the law 
was to force a continuation of p rin ­ 
ciples embraced in the NRA coal 
code.

Provisions of Law. 
T he m ajority opinion held th at 
the law’ delegates the powrer to fix 
m axim um hours of labor to a part 
of the producers and the m iners— 
producers of more th an tw o-thirds 
of the annual national tonnage and 
m ore th an 50 per cent of the work­ 
ers. Of this provision the court said: 
“The power conferred upon the 
m ajority is, in effect, the power to 
regulate the affairs of an unwilling 
m inority. This is legislative delega­ 
tion in its most obnoxious form ; for 
it is not even delegation to an offi­ 
cial or an official body, presum ably 
disinterested, but to private persons 
whose interests m ay be and often 
are adverse to the 
conditions of 
others in the same business.” 
T he opinion added th a t such a 
m ethod of fixing wages “undertakes 
an intolerable and unconstitutional 
interference with 
personal 
liberty 
and private property.” 
“The delegation,” the opinion add­ 
ed. “is so clearly arbitrary, and so 
clearly a denial of rights safeguard­ 
ed by the due process clause of the 
fifth am endm ent, th a t it is unneces­ 
sary to do m ore th an refer to deci­ 
sions of this court which foreclose 
the question.”

The board reports fruit trees in 
the Keystone State have been badly 
damaged by freezing weather and 
th at below-normal crops will result. 
The board has issued the following 
review and forecast for the state: 
“The season is 10 days to two 
weeks later than usual and it is too 
early to definitely measure the dam ­ 
age to fruit crops from winter-kill­ 
ing and April.freezes. 
Present ap­ 
ple prospects for the state indicate 
at least one-half a crop, with reports 
from the commercial areas averag­ 
ing tw o-thirds of a full production- 
“Damage 
to peaches has been 
heavy, 
in some districts it appears 
th at one-third of the trees over five 
years of age have been killed. Pres­ 
ent indications are for almost one- 
half of a full crop in the southeast­ 
ern counties and for less than one- 
third of a full crop for the state 
as a whole. 
A fair crop of pears is in pros­ 
pect. Both sweet and sour cherries 
have been frozen in some localities, 
and about half a crop is expected.”

THE PARENT PROBLEM 


By Garry C. Myers, Ph. D. 


CAUTIONS AGAINST SPANKING 
Yesterday I quoted from a let­ 
ter which urged me to offer more 
cautions against unintelligent pun­ 
ishment, and I promised to do so 
now and then henceforth. 
In the first place I always have 
emphasized selective spanking, and 
spanking before the age of three or 
four, hoping th at with proper pro­ 
cedure parents would not feel occa­ 
sion to use physical pain for punish­ 
m ent after the child is four or five. 
All of my three children got a 
number of spankings deliberately 
applied. 
One of them now cannot 
recall a single spanking. 
Each of 
the others can remember only one. 
These came as late as the age of 
five, and were questionable in their 
choice and application. 
I have a 
theory th at the degree to which the 
spanking itself is forgotten by the 
child is a measure of its efficacy— 
we want the nervous system to 
carry on the learning from spanking, 
not the “memory.” 
Can’t Recall Experiences 
Anyway, psychological investiga­ 
tions show th a t few older children 
or adults can recall personal experi­ 
ences which occurred before they 
were in the third year. 
This being 
so, spanking abandoned by this age 
hardly will be remembered a t all— 
an explanation of w'hy some lovely 
adults think they were never spank­ 
ed; they just don’t remember, per­ 
haps. 
Just as soon as the child will stay 
where he is put, we easily can and 
should, I think, abandon physical 
punishment. When he needs punish­ 
ment, assign him to sit for exactly 
fifteen or twenty minutes as meas­ 
ured by the clock—fifteen minutes 
Ls a long time—doing nothing, in a 
certain place or chair where you 
can see him. 
But be sure to make 


the sentence definite—for a certain 
number of minutes—and never “till 
I tell you to get down.” 
Then you 
remove all tem ptation to the child 
to whine, cry, beg, argue or become 
a “diplomat.” 
Nothing he can do 
will change the clock one bit. 
But he must know th a t if he ven­ 
tures to go from the place to which 
he Ls sentenced before the tim e is 
up, he will get immediate physical 
pain; th at you always keep the army 
and navy in reserve. 
If he really 
knows this these powers will never 
have to be called into action. 
The parent who has perfected this 
scheme of punishment, if she has 
taught the maid or other persons in 
whose care the child may be left, to

when 
necessary, can feel relatively safe in 
delegating to such caretakers com­ 
plete authority and responsibility 
for the child’s discipline when both 
parents are absent. 
Furthermore, this punishment is 
exceedingly effective as any parent 
who uses it when really necessary, 
has learned, even very effective with 
the child of ten or twelve. Best of 
all, it provides a workable substitute

Baby Dictator Fades Out 


Revolution In 
Spain Is Nipped 


Eighteen Army Officers Under 
Arrest Near Madrid For 
Starting Revolution 


(International N e w s Service) 
MADRID. May 18.—Arresting 18 
army officers at Alcala De Henares, 
near Madrid, authorities declared 
today they had nipped a possible 
army revolution. 
The officers were arrested as a 
nineteenth, battling and anti-Fas­ 
cist mob, wounded eight pursuers. 
Charges of violating orders of the 
war ministry were lodged against 
the arrested men, attached to the 
No. 1 Cavalry regiment at Alcala De 
Henares. 
In a move to separate 
them and prevent alleged plotting, 
some had been ordered transferred 
to Salamanca and others to Pal- 
encia. but, all refused to leave.

Tax On Corporation Sur­ 
pluses Is Being Ditched 
By Senate Committee 


BOOST IN INCOME 
TAX IS PROPOSED

The 
substitute, 
representing 
a 
compromise of diverging views, will 
include a boost in 
income 
taxes. 
H igher corporation taxes, a slight 
super tax on retained corporation 
income and a taxing of dividends in 
the hands of stockholders. The ex­ 
isting capital stock tax, slightly red- 
riuced, and windfall taxes to regain 
processing taxes probably will com­ 
plete the compromise. 
May Produce $482,000,000 
Treasury experts i n f o r m a l l y 
“guessed” this program will produce 
$842,000,01)0 of new revenue. 
They 
were to provide the com m ittee with 
a form al estim ate during the day. If 
they decide the bill will produce 
th e revenue asked by the president, 
its adopi ion by the comm ittee seem ­ 
ed assured. 
A dm inistration leaders were work­ 
ing overtim e to sm ooth out all con­ 
troversies in the comm ittee. This led 
to abandonm ent of all new process­ 
ing taxes, except upon 
sugar, 
re­ 
vision of the proposed w ind-fall tax 
sections in order to simplify them 
in 
keeping with business protests 
and a tightening of section 102 of 
existing law-providing for penalties 
»gainst corporations retaining “u n ­ 
reasonable am ounts” of their earn ­ 
ings—as a substitute for the high­ 
ly com olicated penalty sections of 
th e presidential bill. 
Revised Penalty Tax 
The revised penalty section would 
g ran t complete exem ption 
to 
all 
corporations, earning $15,000 or less 
annually, and give a th irty percent 
im m unity to all other corporations. 
T his would m ean th a t corporations, 
earning in excess of $15,000 an n u al­ 
ly, could retain th irty percent of 
th eir net incom e w ithout having to 
defend th eir action against im po­ 
sition of penalty taxes. 
The next taxes proposed were: 
1. A flat corporation tax of 18 p er­ 
cen t on alt net income. 
2. A super tax of seven percent 
on all net income retained by cor­ 
porations. (This would not apply to 
Income paid out in dividends.) 
3. Taxing of dividends in hands 
of stockholders like any other in ­ 
come. 
4. Increase of norm al income tax 
ra te from four to five percent. 
5. R etention of existing capital 
stock tax at around one percent. 
6. Impovsition of “w indfall” ta x ­ 
es to regain processing taxes kept 
by processors. 
T he 
unofficial estim ate of this 
schedule was th a t it would bring 
in $842,000,000 of new revenue, all 
but $100,000,000 of it from corpora­ 
tions and their stockholders.
